More Tractor Traction 


1956 may be known as the year 
they began to style farm machines for 
looks as well as power. The Case “300” 
and the Minneapolis-Moline “445” have 
the new “low profile.” Both Case and 
New Holland have gone to brilliant two- 
tone color styling. 
engineers at Allis-Chalmers 
have improved their Traction Booster 
hydraulic system. This is the principle 
by which the weight of rear-mounted 
implements is automatically transferred 
to the tractor’s rear wheels when needed 
for traction, without affecting depth of 
penetration. At first, the weight of the 
implement was a limiting factor in this 
system, but now it is possible to apply 
the principles to much heavier attach- 
ments. So Allis-Chalmers is out with a 
whole series of larger capacity imple- 
ments for use with their WD 45 trac- 
tor, including a 12-ft. double action disk 
harrow, a 4-bottom moldboard plow and 
a 4-blade disk-plow. 

Massey-Harris has revamped _ its 
power equipment and introduced the 
all new MH-50, a utility-type tractor de- 
signed for front mounted cultivation and 
tillage equipment.

For trash mulching of cornstalks 
and other crop residues, the Howard 
Rotovator is available in mounted and 
trailing models and in tillage widths of 
from 50 to 70”, with offset up to 15” 
for orchard work.

Market Forecast 


Prices are Sticky 


but you can make it if you study these lessons 


Tue “run” on the soil 
bank is likely to bring only a small re- 
duction in this year’s feed grain crops. 
If they are down, weather will do it. 
With feed supplies continuing plenti- 
ful, ratios of hog and fat cattle prices 
to feed costs in the next 12 months 
should average higher than in the past 
year; dairy feeding ratios about the 
same 

For 1957 and succeeding years, 
however, the soil bank is expected to 
bring a sizable cut in feed grain. 


Steers and heifers of the upper 
grades prebably will advance $1 to $2 
a cwt, by early fall. Big end of the rise 
for the top kinds, Supplies of well fin- 
ished cattle are likely to fall off 
gradually in the next 3 months. Num- 
bers now in feedlots are appreciably 
less than a year ago 

Prices for cattle will work 
moderately lower in late summer and 
early fall. Demand for the lower grades 
of beef continues good, and will be 
helped by any reduction in the supply 
of pork.

Slaughter of cows and calves in- 
creased substantially during the early 
summer heat waves. It remains to be 
seen whether this marks the beginning 
of some reduction in your cattle herds 
and a down-turn in the cycle. For the 
year to date slaughter of cows has been 
less than in 1955; slaughter of calves 
only 1% less. 


Stocker and feeder cattle in 
early July were already at low levels 
But they may be still cheaper by early 
fall, if drouth spreads. Shortage of 
moisture in much of the West, fear of 
a dry late summer, the narrow spread be- 
tween cost of feeders and feed and the 
value of fat cattle, and memory of losses 


a year ago, have made finishers cau- 


tious. Some stock cattle have sold quite 
low. A good many calves suitable for 
feeding have gone to killers. Contract- 
ing on the range for fall delivery has 
been slow 

Carrying good quality cattle now 
on feed to Choice finish and selling on 
good price upturns is advisable. The 
price difference for Prime over Choice 
probably will widen, but is not likely 
to be worth going after by most feed- 
ers. In any case avoid carrying over 
1,200 lbs. Put cattle that are being fed 
grain on grass, and then on dry feed 
for a few weeks to get away from 
grasser characteristics. Start topping out 
your grass cattle crop early to spread 
your price risk and to leave more grass 
for the rest of the drove. Pick up 
drouth-made bargains in stocker and 
feeder cattle, especially if you can carry 
them on cheap fall forage for a while 
“Wet” often prove profitable 
bought at this time of year. Fleshy feed- 
ers to be short-fed for the fall market 
are likely to pay out.

Hog prices will have their fall 
break in the next 3 or 4 months, but 
should hold substantially over last year’s 
levels. With this year’s spring pig crop 
down 8%, prices for the next 6 months 
should average more than 8% higher 
than a year previous. Price improve- 
ment is likely to more pro- 
nounced as the season advances. Early 
end of the spring pig crop was about 
as large as a year previous. The late 
end that will come to market in mid- 
winter was off about 16%. The winter 
low point in prices probably will come 
earlier and be considerably higher than 
in 1955. 

The hog-corn ratio remains at a 
level likely to cause producers to stick 
closely to their intention to reduce next 
fall’s pig crop by 8%. If you do, prices 
will be at higher levels next spring and

summer than this year. Unless the ratio 
improves more by next fall than now 
seems likely, farmers probably will 
reduce breeding herds for the 1957 
spring pig crop. So the general uptrend 
in prices should continue through 1957. 

Getting as many early spring pigs 
as possible up to 190 lbs. or better and 
over the scales to packers should be 
your aim in August-September. Heavy 
hogs are likely to sell higher than light 
hogs, but by the time you can make 
them heavy the price decline is likely 
to wipe out any advantage. However, 
price discrimination against extreme 
light, unfinished hogs is likely to be so 
great that it will pay to finish them 
even while prices are trending down. 

While the hog-corn ratio will con- 
tinue narrow for some time, plan your 
breeding herd on the assumption that 
it will improve during the next 12 
months. In any replacements, be sure to 
get Meatype animals, preferably those 
proven by official tests. Time the mat- 
ings and feeding program to have more 
of the fall pig crop ready for market 
in late winter and more spring pigs 
ready in midsummer. 


Lamb prices are likely to have 
wide ups and downs, but not as ex- 
treme as those in June and early July.

Wool Incentive Checks 


Gri your wool incentive 
payment? It should be $44.90 for every 
$100 that you got for the sale of your 
shorn wool, plus 77¢ per cwt. that you 
got for your unshorn lambs and year- 
lings. It is based on the national aver- 
age of 1955 wool, which was 42.8¢ per 
pound. Your county ASC office will be- 
gin mailing payments to you about Aug. 
15th—if you filed your application. If 
you failed to make your claim for incen- 
tive payments on shorn wool or lambs 
sold up thru March 3lst, the filing date 
was extended to July 31st, if you had a 
good reason. 

The incentive payment comes out 
of the wool tariff funds and should raise 
the wool average to 106% of parity. By 
this method we have one crop on which 
the grower gets a fair deal.

lt Pays to 
Show Cattle 


F airs are very important 
in our Shorthorn operation. We started 
with show cattle. Showed 10 of our 12- 
head herd the first year, 1922. Indeed, 
our cattle income for several years was 
mostly prize money. Premiums were 
quite good and freight rates and ex- 
penses were reasonable, so we made a 
profit on the show circuit. During the 
early "30's that was our only farm profit. 

A consistently winning show herd 
is proof of the quality of your cattie. 
Experience has taught us to expect a 
“bad week” once in 6 shows, where the 
judge doesn’t like your cattle. But if 
you follow a circuit your winnings will 
just about average out o.k. 

I still believe that a string of win- 
ning animals is the best advertising there 
is. Quite often a breeder will stop at 
your show string and after admiring 
your champion, admit he has one just 
like him. It is all right to admit you 
are pretty good, but I like proof. 

We have shown both winter and 
summer. It is difficult to do both with 
the same cattle. A full coat of hair is 
just about a necessity, now that competi- 
tion is so tough. Cattle need to be al- 
most right to start with, then they need 
to be fitted to perfection to win. 

We believe showing is necessary in 
keeping our breed before the public. In 
these days of high pressure advertising, 
it does not take long for the public to 
forget. Buyers are more particular. 
They all want the best. It is difficult to 
hold the best off sale until show season 
is over. Many sales are lost by refusing 
to sell one’s show headliners. We have 
to pass up the quick profits occasionally 
and hope that it will all average out. 
So we make showing cattle a regular 
part of our business and still believe it 
pays. — Lestie E. MATHERS, Leveldale 
Shorthorns, Mason City, III.

After 20 centuries 
Wisconsin’s researchers have found an 
easier way to determine the fatness of 
a hog carcass—by measuring the specific 
gravity rather than the old chemical 
method. They merely weigh the carcass, 
submerge it in water and weigh it again. 
A simple calculation gives the specific 
gravity. Reference to a chart shows fat 
content of carcasses. Since fat weighs 
less than lean, the lower specific gravity 
measurements indicate fatter hogs. In 
the old ether extract method, the whole 
carcass is ground up and ether is poured 
over the sample for several hours to dis- 
solve out all the fat. Finally, the ether 
is driven off and the weight of the fat 
is taken, a time-consuming, costly meth- 
od. Funny no one thought of sp. gr. 
before. Archimedes used it, but not on 
hogs, 2000 years ago. 


Cuprous lodine 
means copper iodine and Morton is 
using it as the source of iodine in their 
mixing salts. It won't leach out, it is 
safe and more available to the animal. 
It is the only iodine, other than potas 
sium iodide, ever approved by U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. Tests showed 
no measurable loss when pelletized 
while other compounds lost 8 to 24%. 
Morton believes this is important to feed 
mixers, whose products must contain 
the ingredients claimed. The _ labora- 
tory found that concentrations 430,000 
times greater than normally fed to live 
stock and poultry produced no ill effects. 
They weighed the thyroid glands of 
test animals; the less the glands weigh 
the greater is the availability and reten 
tion of the iodine. Cuprous iodide scored 
higher than potassium iodide and other 
sources.

ciency. When they reach 220 Ibs. they 
are measured for backfat.

(Editorials, continued from page 3) thing else again, more of a long look 
ahead. This soil bank is pretty far removed from MELVIN GEHLBACH'S original 
idea. His thought was to store surpluses in the ground in the form of fertility 
before they were grown; now the idea is to pay to not-grow, to not-pasture 
But we've got a $1,200 million soil bank, together with $4 billion worth of 
other laws. Let no one say you farmers didn't try to make them work

sheepmen tap the tariff on imported fleeces to get what their 
Self-Help wool is worth; but that commodity is in deficit, not sur- 

plus. The tobacco men vote allotments and quotas and hypo- 
thecate the weed for a loan until it does bring 90% of parity; but that com- 
modity can be hogsheaded and stored a long time. The sugar men pay an 
excise tax of 14 cent a |b. to the Treasury, which stabilizes their production 
and price, and at no loss to the government. The Federal Crop Insurance Corp. 
collects premiums in kind and when it pays a loss supports the price, in a way; 
even has multiple-crop insurance, tho pigs are not considered a crop! The 
two-price system could be used by the Secretary to get rid of rice and wheat 
surpluses and find out whether we can maintain domestic parity on what 
we use at home. The commission on industrial uses could make fuel, cloth, 
even paper, out of surplus corn. When the late JOHN BRANDT was milk ad- 
ministrator he managed the surplus and got full parity for the man who milks 
the cows. Now the Milk Producers’ Federation sponsors a dairy bill, with a 
mark-off on every 100 Ibs. of farmers’ milk as a self-help fund to be used by a 
stabilization board to support milk at parity; but it is too simple and sensible 
a mechanism to be allowed a trial-run. Or why can't we get together on it? 
A trial-run on milk would soon show whether the mark-off, self-help principle 
would work on perishables. Maybe on the basics too
